German authorities of Brussels that they 
would not be molested, and despite the 
presence of a representative from Whit- 
lock, who also was placed under arrest 
in spite of his diplomatic character and 
the possession of perfect credentials. | 
This English corps of nurses has re- 
cently reached London after many dif- 
ficulties, The corps is headed by the Hon. 
Angeles Manners, daughter of the 
Duchess of Rutland, and Miss Nellie 
Hozier, sister-in-law of Winston Church- 
in. They bring a story not only of 
broken words of honor to Whitlock but 
alsa of abominable treatment of them- 
selves. They were imprisoned in a pent- 
tentiary at Mons for five days. getting 
the same accommodations as notorious 
murderers. and denied the attendance of 
any woman jailer.

John Calvin Murray, an attorney of 
Maquoketa, Ia., who was a fellow pas- 
senger of the dean, had wired the officers 
of the law to meet the train at Clinton, 
Ta. He declared that his reputation had 
been questioned by the bishop a little 
more than a year ago, following his mar- 
riage to a young woman of Maquoketa. 
The canons of the Episcopal church for- 
bid the remarriage of a divorced per- 
son, and the bishop was said to have ac- 
cused the lawyer of deceiving a Chicago 
churchman who performed the ceremony. 

Attorney Edwin W. Sims, a personal 
friend of Bishop Sumner and whom he 
consulted when Murray first threatened 
to make trouble over the remarks of the 
then dean, said: 

The whole case is too trifling to be tak- 
en seriously. It seems to be a bit of spite- 
work on Morray’s part, when he found 
that the dean would not apologize for the 
remarks he made. We went over the whole 
case and found absolutely nothing libel- 
ous in anything that was said about Mur- 
ray. As I remember the facts, the dean 
commented on the matter when some 
church man in lowa wrote him protesting 
against the performance of the marriage.

DOBYNS ADVISES

len Goods Are Said to Be 
Traded Exposed. — 


Syndicated crime in Chicago was fur- 
ther exposed before the Merriam crime 
commission of the city council yesterday. 
To break the system existing be- 
tween criminals and professional 
“fences” that dispose of stolen prop- 
erty will eliminate a large part of the 
‘burglaries. committed, in the opinton of 
Fletcher Dobyns, attorney for the com- 
mission. 

The commission’s investigators, Paul 
R. Classen and John P. Mortimer, made 
public the names of thirty-one alleged 
„ fences," to most of whom they had 
gone, posing as burglars, and made ar- 
rangements to diepose of merchandise 
which they said they had stolen. Their 
report disclosed some of the inside 
secrets of the syndicate. 

“The ‘fence’ has reduced burglary 
to a business, said Attorney Dobyns, in 
drawing conclusions from the findings of 
the investigators, “‘and it seems to be 
the best organized business in town. 
Most of the burglaries that are commit- 
ted in Chicago are made by professional 
burglars, who know they can dispose of 
the goods they obtain before they do 
the job. If the ‘fence’ were eliminated 
there would be no market for stolen 
goods. It is my belief that 98 per cent 
of all burglaries are syndicated. | 

“A regular burelars’ and shoplifters’ 
staff is maintained to look over the 
ground and find suitable places to rob. 
The operations extend not only to the 
clothing business, as most of the reports 
submitted to the committee show, but to 
‘hay, grain, jewelry, and all marketable 


merchandise.”’
